No. F.8/6/55-EI — An examination for admission to the 
Military College for the 21st Course commencing in July 
1956, will be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
at Allahabad, Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Jammu, Ludhiana, 
Madras, Nagpur, Patna and Shillong some time in January 
1956 in accordance with the Notification No. 952 published 
by the Ministry of Defence in the Gazette of India, dated 
the 13th August 1955. Candidates accepted for admission to 
the examination will be informed at what place, at what 
time and on what dates they should present themselves. 

2. The approximate number of vacancies to be filled on 
the result of this examination will he 63. 

This number is liable to alteration. 

3. A candidate seeking admission to the examination is 
required to submit his application on the prescribed form 
together with all the necessary documents in accordance 
with the “Instructions to Candidates”, so as to reach the 
Union Public Service Commission, Dholpur House, Post 
Box No. 186, New Delhi on or before the 8th October 1955. 

Applications from candidates residing abroad will be ac- 
cepted up to the 22nd October 1955. 
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No application received after the prescribed dates will 
be entertained. 

4. Copies of application forms and full particulars are 
obtainable from the Secretary, Union Public Service Com- 
mission, Dholpur House, Post Box No. 186, New Delhi, on 
payment of Re. 1 which should be remitted to the Commis- 
sion by Money Order stating the name of examination in 
respect of which the application forms are required. This 
amount will be refunded to those candidates whose claim 
to be displaced persons from Pakistan or from the un- 
liberated areas of Jammu and Kashmir is accepted by the 
Commission on receipt of their applications.
